The Public's Part 

“Another essential factor in main- 
taining good banks involves the part 
played by the public in banking. 
There is certainly a responsibility 
on the people themselves to support 
that type of banker whose rigid ad- 
herence to sound principles makes 
a sound “bank, rather than to give

The blueberry crop which is de- 
pended upon by many Michigan 
residents for g period of profit- 
able employment in the summer 
will be a disappointment unless 
great care is taken in picking to 
insure that the fruit taken igs not 
infested with the larvae of flies, 
according to the entomology de- 


lege. 

Michigan berries examined by 
federal inspectors Mast_year were 
condemned for containing these in- 
sect larvae, and infested berries 
which are not discovered by in- 
spectors will ruin the market for 
all blueberries as soon as con- 
sumers find out that some of the 
fruit is undesirable. 

The remedy ig simple. The 
flies which produce the larvae can 
not deposit eggs in the berries 
until they are fully ripe, so fruit 
which is picked before it is soft 
will not be infested. Hand pick- 
ing will be -necessary to- obtain! 
clean fruit. Beating the bushes 
or the use Of rakes or scoops for
